their taste.

Burned—Rescue of 500 Horses

'•NEW YOHK,:Oct. 4—Fire in the vi- 
cinity of. 34th sfc'and .llth ..ave.- last 
night:swept an .area..500 by. 300 feet, 
causing1 damage'estlmated at $1,500,000, 
Chief Croker said that 'It was the 
largest burned area in his flre experl- 
.ence.ln New York city. 


.The ;space swept comprises .almost 
three acres of .lumber yards, factories 
and stables on. llth . avenue and 24th 
and'25th'streets. - 
. 


For nearly three hours the flre was 


beyond the. control of the flre depart- 
ment, and:it was stopped at length by 
concentrating apparatus which, com- 
bined, threw water on the flames at 
the rate.of 26,000 gallons a minute. 


Five/hundred horses were rescued 


from stables. In spite of the size of the 
flre and the difficulties of fighting the 
flames, it was remarkably free from 
serious accident. One fireman was bad- 
ly hurt by a bucking hose and .several 
others were less ierlously injured. . 


The fire started in the lumber yard 


of Moore Bros., llth avenue1 end 24th 
street, quickly destroyed it and soon 
Ignited the kindling wood factcry of 
Clark ii Wilklns, likewise burned to 
the ground.

fish in nil the liays on certain portions 
of the Canadian and New Fouudland 
coasts. In answering this question the 
tribunal by a divided vote adopted the 
strict construction of the language of 
the treaty and held that the renuncia- 
tion applied to all hays Irrespective 
of their size, Instead of only to the 
small bays within the.ordinary three 
mile limit of territorial jurisdiction as 
contended for by the United States. 


"This question was Introduced Into 


the nrbitratlon by Great Britain and 
its only Importance 'was due to its 
historical Interest, for the only large 
bay where Americans now fish or have 
fished to any extent within the last 
generation is the Bay of Fundy, which 
is expressly excepted from the award.

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 4.—What Is 


declared to be the most profitable'or- 
chard^; the world Is located in south- 
ern Oregon. 
Other orchards return a 


bigger gross figure to their owners, but 
none of equal acreage makes such a 
good showing. 


This orchard grows Bartlett pears, 


and is only 
seven 
and 
one-half 
acres In extent. For four years past 
this orchard has netted its owner. $1200 
an acre''annually. For ten years it has 
averaged a profit of over. JSOO annually. 
The trees are 22 years old. 


The owner'is John G. Gore of Med- 


ford. His place lies near that city. He 
Imp just marketed his crop, consisting 
of 11 cars of Bartlctts, and received an 
average price for the whole crop of 
$2.90 a boxj. The same orchard last 
year produced ten. carloads of pears. , 


The freight to New York for Barl- 


lett pears is 75 cents n box. and the ice 
and sales expense averages a little less 
than 25 cents a box. To Chicago and 
other middle west markets charges are 
JO cents less than to eastern points. It 
coats an average of 50 cents to grow, 
pack and load Bartlett pears, so Mr. 
Gore does not worry about the high 
cost of living, so long as his orchard 
keeps on bearing, and this it promises 
to do for 20 years yet, with 
larger 


yields all the time. 


Anjou pears, that are g-rown exten- 


sively In the Rogue River valley, bring 
better prices than Bartletts. 
A new 


record for this variety of pears 
has 


just been made by another grower in 
the Rogue River, district, George E. 
Marshall. He has received returns from 
a car of Anjous shipped to New Tork 
nnd sold for $5.90 a box. Mr. Marshall's 
record last year for a car of Anjous 
was $5.45 a box. 


Another grower, Dillon B. Hill, real- 


ized $3.90 a box 
on one carload of 


Bnrtletts and averaged 53.33 a box on j 
three carloads. 


The record yield for an Anjou pear! 


tree is held i>y one 35 years old on' 
Griffin creek fh the Rogue R)vcr valley. 
This venerable tree produced 4B boxes 
of fancy fruit last year and 44 boxes 
the year before. This Is believed to be 
the Inrjcst yield known for this vari- 
ety of pear.

class. Last Wednesday one of thc at- 
tending nurses noticed that Miss Mo- 
her was acting rather peculiar with a 
small teaspoon which she had evident- 
ly taken from the dining table of the 
ward. Before the nurse could prevent 
it she swallowed the spoon. 


The attention of the authorities was 


at once called and an operation was 
ordered. The young woman was taken 
to the hospital building, anaesthetics 
applied and operation performed, re- 
sulting .in death of the patient several 
hours later.

declared to be tho most profitable or 
chard In the. world Is located .In south 
ern Oregon. 
Other orchards return a 


bigger gross figure to their owners, bu- 
none.of equal acreage makes such a 
good showing. , 


This orchard grows Bartlett pears 


and 
is only 
seven 
and 
. one-half 
acres In extent. For. four years pas 
this orchard has netted its owner $1200 
an acre annually. For ten years it has 
averaged a profit of over $800 annually 
The trees are 22 years old. 


The owner is John G. Gore of Med- 


ford. His place lies near that city. He 
hap just marketed his crop, consisting 
of 31 cars of Bartletts, anil received an 
average price for the whole 
crop 
ol 


$2.90 a. box. 
The same orchard last 


year produced ten carloads of pears. 


The freight to New York for Bart- 


lett pears is 75 cents a box and the ice 
and sales .expense averages a little less 
than 25 cents a box.

It 
costs an average of 50 cents to grow, 
pack and load Bartlett pears, so Mr.

Anjou pears, that are grown exten- 


sively in the Rogue River valley, bring 
better prices than Bartletts. 
A new 


record for this variety of pears has 
just been- made by another grower In 
the Rogue River district, George E. 
Marshall. He has received returns from 
a car of Anjous shipped to New York 
and sold for $5.90 a box. Mr. Marshall's 
record last year for a car of Anjous 
was $5.45 a box. 


Another grower, Dillon B. Hill, real- 


ized $3.90 a box on one carload of 
Bartletts and averaged $3.33 a box on I 
three carloads. 


The record yield for an Anjou pear 


tree is held by one 35 years old on 
Griffin creek in the Rogue River valley. 
This venerable tree produced 45 boxes 
of fancy fruit last year and 44 boxes 
the'year before. This Is believed to be 
the largest yield known for this vari- 
ety of pear. 


CRACKED SAFE 


The best record made by any group 


of states aside from those of" the far 
west is held ' by the South Atlantic 
states, which show 72.7 per cent, of a 
full crop. Next In line of groups is tho 
south central, with. 49.9 per cent; of an 
apple crop, but the North Atlantic 
states run In closely with a crop pros- 
' pect of 49.G per cent, of a full yield. 


While there are very few sections of 


the United Slates where apple growing 
is not profitable, none of the states 
has shown the great strides made, by 
Oregon, Washington, California and 
Idaho. This Is due to the great care 
given the apple here, the scientific 


methods applied to its cultivation and 
the:minute attention 
to., details that, 
mark, the 
gathering, 
packing 
arid 
marketin'g of the-.crop. Prices are the 
best'for-such fruit: arid It Is no won- 
der Oregon apples bring a net price to 
the grower of $2-to.$2.50 per box of a" 
little less than "a bushel. 
These-ap- 


ples have sold in London for $5,40 a 
box. 


The Oregon apple .industry is capa- 


ble of almost 
unlimited 
expansion. 


Thousands of acres of land are being 
planted each year to new orchards and 
annually many acres of. young trees are 
coming into, bearing. Some have pre- 
dicted that the business would* be over- 
done and excessive production would 
outrun demand. . But 
this 
has 
not 
proved to be the case. . New markets 
have been found for the 
fruit 
and 


prices to growers have been steadily 
rising as the. crop increased.
